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TREASON BY MISINFORMATION 


“ENGINEERING OF CONSENT” MORE POWERFUL THAN BOMBS OR MIGHTY ARMIES- 
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“The Free World is dying of a lie, of the 
most unforgivable sin, according to our 
Christian creed; the sin against the Spirit; to 
know the truth and to ignore it. To know 
the creeping, deadly, universal advance of 
the Nameless Beast and to deny its omni- 
presence, If we try to find through those 
47 years of dire experience what has been 
the principal auxiliary of Communism’s con- 
tinuous advance . . . we will unavoidably find 
it in treacherously organized misinformation, 
directed and co-ordinated from some mys- 
terious headquarters, through many hidden 
or notorious channels, but whose ‘principal 
vehicle is the so-called Free Press.” 

We shall not identify the speaker of the 
above words, other than to remark that he 
once served as Foreign Minister of a country 
that was destroyed, not by bombs or bullets, 
but by lies and what he called “treasonable 
misinformation.” 

Waiter Cronkite may have committed 
career suicide when he said much the same 
thing, but in milder words in a speech to the 
Inland Press Association at Chicago. He 
charged that, under the label of “news man- 
agement,” we are being fed lies, He cited 
Viet Nam and tax cuts as typical examples 
of administration dishonesty. He said that 
honesty in government has become old- 
fashioned. A government official once de- 
clared that it is the right of government to 
lie. That alleged right now seems to have 
become a duty and an obligation. And, with 
a few note-worthy exceptions, it has become 
the rule of the so-called Free Press to ex- 

_ pand and enlarge upon those lies; and add to 
the dishonesty -by seeking new and bigger’ 


lies on their own to spread from coast to- 


coast. 
The Vietnamese horror is a case in point. 
In the beginning this was a two-bit brush-fire 
that could and should have been put out in 
a matter of weeks. But, for reasons which 
have never been made known to the public, 
it has become a Crisis that can be discussed 
in terms of a potential World War Three! 
Shall we review the propaganda build-up? 
This was an unpopular undeclared war. 
People just couldn’t understand why Amer- 
ican boys should be dying in a so-calleq fight 
against Communist expansion in some rice 
paddies eight thousand miles away, when 
nobody was fighting to halt Communist ex- 
pansion ninety miles away, There had to be 
-some first-class public relations work done, 
and done fast, to win public support for this 
war. And it was decided, and correctly, that 
the best way to obtain support from right- 
_ thinking Americans, was to get left-thinking 
‘Americans against the war.

This is the peculiar fact that no one seemed 
to comprehend: Morse and MeNamara are 
team-mates and political bed-fellows. That 
they could—seriously and honestly—disagree 
on the matter of foreign policy, is almost in- 
comprehensible, Yet, disagree they did, the 
only logical conclusion being that they agreed 
to disagree for the purpose of creating a 
crisis. In bread-and-circus politics, a circus 
act was needed.to go along with LBJ’s bread 
distribution (war against poverty).

It should be recalled that Senator Ful- 
bright, in the notorious “memorandum” that 
bore his name, propounded the maxim thot — 
the people were too dumb to share in de- 
cision-making, and that they should never 
be told too much about any critical problem, 
of national interest. Yet, it was this same 
Fulbright who engineered the televised Sen- 
ate Committee hearings on Vietnam.
